Proclamation 

(Under Section 11 of the Ordinance) 

Whereas by section 11 of the Maintenance Orders (Enforcement) Ordinance it 
is enacted that, where the Governor is satisfied that reciprocal provisions have 
been or are about to be made by the legislature of any country within the 
Commonwealth for the enforcement within such country or any part thereof of 
maintenance orders made by courts in the Protectorate, the Governor may by 
proclamation extend the Maintenance Orders (Enforcement) Ordinance to main- 
tenance orders made by courts within such country or any part thereof and 
thereupon the said Ordinance shall apply to such maintenance orders as If they 
had been made in England or Ireland. 

And whereas I am satisfied that reciprocal provisions have been made by 
the Government of India for the enforcement within the Republic of India, ex- 
cluding the State of Jammu and Kashmir, of maintenance orders made by the 
courts in Nyasaland; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers vested in me as aforesaid, I 
KENNETH WILLISON SIMMONDS Esq., Governor’s Deputy, do hereby pro- 
claim that the provisions of the Maintenance Orders (Enforcement) Ordinance 
are extended to maintenance orders made by courts in the said Republic of India, 
excluding the State of Jammu and Kashmir.

213 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923 (XXI of 1923), the Central Govern- 
ment hereby directs that the following further amendments shall be made in the 
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Indian Pilgrim Ships Rules, 1933, the same having been previously published as 
required by sub-section (3) of the said section. In the said Rules: — 

(1) in sub-rule (4) of rule 107, for the words "a special latrine”, the words 
‘‘a. separate latrine and a separate drinking water tap” shall be substituted; 

(2) in rule 110 — 

(i) sub-rule (2) shall be omitted; and 

(ii) at the end of Table A the following “Note” shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Note, — All vaccines and sera, other than fresh vaccine lymph, shall be 
stored at a temperature exceeding 34°F. but not exceeding 50°F. 
They shall not be used after the date of expiry mentioned on the 
label attached to such vaccine, sera or lymph. 

Fresh vaccine lymph shall be stored at a temprature between 12° and 20°F. 
If not cold chamber at such temperature is available, the lymph may 
be kept in a domestic refrigerator in or on the freezing compartment 
so that it is maintained constantly at a temperature of not more than 
32 °F, The lymph shall be replaced within 12 months of the date of 
issue on the label.” 

(3) in sub-rule (1) of rule 118, after the words "a sufficient number of 
latrines”, the words “fitted with flushing apparatus or water taps” shall be 
inserted; 

(4) in sub-clauses (1) and (3) of rule 156, the words and figures “more than 
100” shall be omitted; 

(5) for rule 160, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“160. Before sailing, the master shall obtain from the Port Health Authority 
the following documents; namely: — 

(i) a list showing the names and sex of the pilgrims embarked and the 
maximum number of pilgrims which may be carried on the ship. 
The master shall sign the list in duplicate in the prescribed form and 
shall deliver both copies to the health authority of the port of 
departure, which after having first satisfied itself that the entries are 
correct, shall countersign and return to the master one of the copies; 

(li) a certificate of health clearance in Form IX, giving the name, 
nationality, and tonnage of the ship, the names of the master and 
ship’s surgeon or surgeons, the exact number of persons embarked 
and the port of departure; and also a statement by the health authority 
for the port of departure showing whether the maximum number of 
pilgrims which may be carried by the ship has been embarked, and 
if not, the additional number of pilgrims the ship is authorised to 
embark at subsequent ports of call.”; 

(6) for rule 161, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: 

“161. The certificate of health clearance referred to in clause (ii) of rule 160 
given at the port of departure in Form IX shall be countersigned at each subse- 
quent port of call by the health authority for that port, which shall enter therein— 

(a) the number of passengers embarked or disembarked at the port; 

(b) the sanitary condition at the port of call.”; and 

(7) for Form IX, the following form shall be substituted, namely:

S.R.O. 3536. — In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (via) of sub-section 
(3) of section 4 of the Indian Income-tax Act, 1922 (XI of 1922), the Central Gov- 
ernment hereby prescribes the following conditions for the exclusion from the 
total income of a person, not being a citizen of India (hereinafter called 
“employee”), of passage moneys or the value of free or concessional passages 
received by or due to him from his employer for himself, his wife and children in 
connection with his proceeding on home leave out of India, namely: — 

1. An employee shall not be entitled to exemption under the said clause in 
respect of the first occasion on which he proceeds on home leave after the relevant 
date unless he has completed in all at least forty-two months of service with an 
employer in India and unless a period of at least thirty months has elapsed in 
employment since the date of commencement of the home leave immediately 
preceding the first occasion referred to above, 

2. Where an employee has obtained exemption under the said clause in respect 
of any home leave taken after the relevant date, he shall not again be entitled to 
exemption under the said clause unless a period of at least 
thirty months has elapsed in employment since the date of com- 
mencement of the home leave immediately preceding the home leave for which 
exemption is sought. 

3. Except where he has attained the age of fifty-five years or completed 26 years 
of service in India before proceeding on home leave, an employee shall not be 
entitled to exemption under the said clause in respect of any particular home 
leave unless he returns to duty in India under the same employer on the expiry 
of that home leave. 

4. The amount to be exempted in respect of each home leave shall not exceed 
the aggregate of the passage moneys or toe value of the passage concessions, as the 
case may be, provided by the employer and availed of by the employee, reckoned 
as under: — 

(i) the cost of one set of passage for the employee himself; 

(ii) the cost of one set of passage for the employee’s wife; 

(iii) the cost of one set of passage per child for not more than two children 

below the age of 12 years, 

Explanation.— For the purposes of this condition — ■ 

, (a) a “set of passage” means the passage from the place where the employee 
is working in India to the destination in his home country and the 
passage for the corresponding return journey; 

(b) in any case where children are entitled to concessional fares, the cost 

of each set of passage shall be based upon such fares; 

(c) where the employer does not provide the full fares for the purpose, 

“the cost of passage” shall mean the value of the concession to the 
employee in the matter of fares for himself, his wife, or children, as 
the case may be. ’ 

5. The amount to be exempted In respect of each set of passage on any parti- 
cular occasion of home leave shall not exceed— 

(I) the actual Cost of the journey by air or sea and of any incidental Journey 

by land, to the persons concerned, or 

(II) the cost of the journey calculated at standard fares, 
whichever is less: 

Provided that the actual cost of the journey by air or the cost of journey by aii 
at standard fares shall not be taken into account unless on the date of commence- 
ment of the home leave the employee is in receipt of or entitled to receive fron 
his employer a salary of Rs. 2,500 or more per month, exclusive of all allowances 
and other benefits or perquisites. 

6. The cost of journey at standard fares shall be determined on the followin 
basis, namely: — 

A. Journey by air. — In any case where the journey is actually performed b 
air, the fare according to the published rates for the time being in force 

(i) for First Class Accommodation by Air India International for to an 
fro Journeys between airports in India and airports In other countrit 
served by it; 
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(ii) 


for Standard Class Accommodation by British Overseas Airways Cor- 
1 poration for to and fro journeys between airports in India and airports 
in Australia; 


(iii) 1 for Standard Class Accommodation by Pan American World Airways 
for to and fro journeys between Calcutta and U.S.A.; 


fiv) for Standard Class Accommodation by K.L.M. Royal Dutch Airlines for 
[ to and fro journeys between Calcutta and Holland; and 
ivl I for Standard Class Accommodation by Scandinavian Airlines System 
for to and fro journeys between Calcutta and airports in Denmark, 


Norway or Sweden. 

B. Journey by sea .— The fare according to the published rates for the time 
being in force — 

(i) for First Class B Grade Accommodation in a steamer belonging to the 
P Sc O. Lines for to and fro journeys between India and the United 


Kingdom; 

(ii) for First Class Accommodation in a steamer belonging to the Ellerman 
Bueknall Lines for to and fro journeys between India and the United 
States of America or Canada; 


(iii) for First Class B Grade Accommodation in a steamer belonging to the 

P. & O. Lines for to and fro journeys between India and Australia or 
the Far East (including Japan); 

(iv) for First Class Accommodation in a steamer belonging to the Wilhelmsen 

Lines for to and fro journeys between India and Northern or North- 
Western Europe. 


For the purposes of this clause — 

(a) the port of embarkation in India shall be the airport served by the 

Airline concerned which is nearest to the place where the employee 
is normally residing in India, as the case may be, for journey by air, 
and the port of Bombay for West-bound trips and the port of Calcutta 
or Madras (whichever is nearer to the place where the employee is 
normally residing in India) for East-bound trips for journey by sea; 

(b) the port of disembarkation shall be taken to be the first port (air or 

sea) of calling in the country of destination; 

(c) for determining the cost of journey at standard fares for the return 

journey, the same ports in India and the home country shall be taken 
into account; 

(d) the fare to be taken into account shall be that in force at the com- 

mencement of the homeward journey or the return journey, as the 
case may be. If the commencement of the homeward or return 
journey falls in and off, low or holiday season for wihich reduced fares 
are provided by the air or steamer services concerned, such reduced 
fares only shall be taken into account. 


C. Incidental journey by land . — For Incidental journeys by land to the port of 
embarkation and from the port of dis-embarkation, and vice versa — 

(i) the fare by air-conditioned accommodation by rail transport, if on the 

date of commencement of the home leave the employee is in receipt 
of or entitled to receive from his employer a salary of Rs. 1,800 or 
more per month, exclusive of all allowances and other benefits or 
perquisites. 

(ii) the fare for first class accommodation by rail transport in other cases 

and also in cases where air conditioned accommodation is not provided 
on the concerned Railways or is not availed of by the persons 
concerned. 


7. (1) An employee shall not be entitled to exemption under the said clause 
if, since his entering service in India, the total number of occasions of home leave 
in respect of which passage concessions were provided by the employer and were 
wholly or partly availed of by him (whether before or after the relevant date) 
exceeds —

8. An employee shall be entitled to exemption under the said clause only if the 
concessions are availed of on the occasion of his proceeding on home leave out of 
India. He shall not be entitled to exemption in respect of any amount paid to him 
in consideration of his refraining from proceeding on home leave. 

9. An employee shall not be entitled to any exemption in respect of any passage 
concessions given to his wife and children unless the journey performed by the 
wife and/or children precedes the departure or follows the return journey by the 
employee on the occasion of home leave within a period of not more than twelve 
months. 

10. An employee who claims exemption under the said clause shall furnish to 
the Income-tax Officer particulars of his home leave in the form annexed. 

11. If the Central Government is satisfied that the application of these condi- 
tions will result in undue hardship in any case it may relax any or all of these 
conditions and pass such orders thereon as it thinks fit. 

12. For the purposes of conditions 1, 2 and 7, relevant date shall be the 1st day 
of April 1955: 

Provided that where the home leave already availed of by the employee com- 
menced before, but ended after that date, the relevant date shall be the date on 
which the said home leave ended.

In these meetings new schemes were approved and the progress of the sanc- 
tioned schemes of welfare of mica miners were reviewed, details thereof are 
given in the paragraphs which follow. 

II. Medical facilities 

(a) Central Hospital, Karma. — The Construction of the 30 bedded Central 
Hospital building at Karma was completed by October 1954. Pending arrival of 
all the medical stores and equipments the outdoor section of the hospital started 
functioning from the month of September, 1954. The hospital was formally de- 
clared open to the workers employed in mica mines on the 27th November, 1954. 

Shri S, K. Sinha, Chief Minister of Bihar graced the occasion as the Chief 
'Guest to perform the opening ceremony of the hospital. The total number of 
patients treated in the outdoor section was 15,018 and those admitted in the 
Indoor section was 340 during the year under report. 

In the Laboratory of the Central Hospital the following investigations were 
carried out: —

(b) Reservation of beds at Kodarma Hospital. — The Central Hospital at Karma 
being set up towards the close of the year reservation of ten beds at the Kodarma 
Hospital for the mica miners on payment of a grant of Rs. 13,000 per annum 
was continued upto 31st March, 1955. 

(c) Static Dispensaries. — The three Dispensaries at Dhab, Dhorakola and 
Ganpathbagi continued to work satisfactorily. The number of patients treated at 
these Dispensaries during the year under report and during 1953-54 is as under:

(d) Mobile Medical Units. — The two Mobile Medical Units at Dhorakola and 
Karma continued to provide medical relief to those workers and their families 
who were unable to take advantage of the static dispensary owing to distance 
and lack of communication. The Mobile Medical Van at Dhorakola went out of 
order necessitating rebuilding of its body. Its activities had, therefore, been 
suspended from June, 1954. The number of patients treated at these Dispensaries

V. Educational and Vocational Facilities 

The Multipurpose Centre composed of an Adult Education Centre and the 
Women Welfare Centre continued to operate at Debour. During the year the 
departmental building for this Multipurpose Centre was completed. The Centre 
was shifted to this building on 28th January, 1955. 

The Women Welfare Centre afforded educational and recreational facilities to 
the miners’ children and trained the women in handicrafts like sewing, knitting, 
etc. A children’s park equipped with an Ocean Wave, a Slide and a Swing, is 
attached to the Centre. The average daily number of children attending the 
centre was 41 and of women 11. The Adult Education Centre conducted literacy 
classes for adult Workers. Games and sports were also organised for them. A 
radio set with loudspeaker has been provided at the Centre for the recreation and 
education of miners. 

(b) Primary Schools. — Six Primary Schools in the mica fields of Bihar were 
sanctioned. Furniture and books for equipping the schools were purchased during 
the year, Pending construction of the departmental buildings temporary accom- 
modation at two places was arranged in which the schools were started. Tem- 
porary accommodation for other schools is also being arranged. 

VI. Recreational facilities 

(a) Mobile Cinema. — The Mobile Cinema gave 160 shows during the year. In 
addition to full length pictures informative and educative short films were also 
shown. The Mobile Cinema was very encouraging. It moved throughout the 
mica field and provided recreation to some 20,000 workers. Because of the popu- 
larity of this Unit among workers another cinema unit has been sanctioned. 

(b) Competitive sports. — The competitive sports were organised during the 
months of February, March and April, 1955. They created great enthusiasm 
amongst the workers who were all eagerly awaiting the sports for the year under 
report. A sum of Rs. 5,000 was sanctioned for organising competitive sports in 
the mica fields of Bihar. Local sports committees were formed at the important 
centres and vigorous propaganda was carried out. In order to enable more 
number of persons to participate in the sports the number of centres were 
increased from eight to nine. The entire mica field of Bihar showed tremendous 
enthusiasm and for over two months the competitive sports were conducted in 
a festive mood. The sports were conducted at the following centres and the 
number of competitors participating in the sports are given against the respective 
centres. A special function of Baby Show was also organised at Debour in the 
competitive sports. Forty-seven babies of different ages were brought for the 
competition by their respective mothers.

Attractive and useful articles were distributed as prizes to the winners in 
the sports. 

(c) Provision of Radio Sets . — An order for 18 Radio Sets to he provided at 
the mines for the health recreation of the workers has been placed with the 
Director General of Supplies and Disposals. The supply of the Radio Sets is 
awaited. I ' 

Provision of Drinking Water . — All the three wells the construction of which 
was taken up by the Welfare Fund at Saphi, Dhorajcola and Khalaktambi were 
in use and were very useful to the mica miners. During the summer season 
water from these wells was transported to the mines on cart by the managements 
concerned over a distance of 10 to 15 miles In barrels, in addition to the normal 
water used by labour In other seasons. 

The report of the Assistant Geologist of the Geological Survey of India was 
received during the year wherein he recommended 22 sites which were inspected 
by him for the construction of wells under the subsidy scheme. Under the 
subsidy stheme only 2 wells one at Fessam and the other at Khirkia mine were 
sunk by Messrs. Chrestien Mica Industries Ltd. during the period under report. 
The other mine owners were requested to send their application for according 
permission to take up the work in hand. 

VIII. Subsidised housing scheme 1 

A subsidised housing scheme was sanctioned for the construction of houses 
of the proscribed standards in the mica field of Bihar with subsidy at the rate of 
25 per cent, of the cost of construction subject to the maximum of Rs. 360 per 
house which are completed within specified time and in case of others subsidy 
at 20 per cent, of the cost of construction subject to a maximum of Rs. 280 per 
house. Under the same scheme 8 mine owners applied for the construction of 
70 houses. But later on 6 mine owners abandoned the proposal to construct 
40 houses due to a slump in the mica market, Only one company namely Messrs. 
Chresiien Mica Industries Ltd., have completed construction of 12 houses at 
their Pessam mine except that the door and windows are yet to be fitted, 

As the response to this Scheme was not encouraging, sanction has been now 
accorded to the Introduction of a housing scheme for Mica Miners in the States 
of Bihar, Andhra, Rajasthan and Aimer, on the lines of the Industrial Housing 
Scheme of the Ministry of -Works, Housing and Supply, There is a provision fo ’ 
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the construction of both one roomed and two roomed houses by the mine owners 
according to the plans and specifications laid down in the scheme, A subsidy equal 
to 25 per cent, subject to a ceiling of Rs. 500 and a loan equal to 37i per cent, of 
the cost of construction, subject to maximum of Rs. 840, would be paid for one 
roomed houses. The subsidy and the loan for two roomed housqs would also 
be on the same basis though in that case the ceiling for the subsidy would be 
Rs. 735 and for the loan Rs. 1,102-8-0. 

During the year under report the Advisory Committee recommended the con- 
struction of small housing colonies at Debour, Dhorakola and Sankh. The matter 
is being examined and efforts are being made to expedite the putting up of the 
colonies. ; 

IX. Hospital building and staff quarters 

(a) The 30 bedded Central Hospital building with staff quarters together with 
a well 20' die V 80' deep, a pump house with pumping equipment and a small 
R.C.C. Reservoir of 5,000 gallons capacity were completed during the year. The 
main water supply scheme with internal water connections, the sewage disposal 
system, the electric installation of the hospital and staff quarters and the roads 
both internal and access were completed. 

(b) Office building and staff quarters. — The roads both access and internal 
with office premises, sewer connections with installation of Sanitary fittings in 
Office building and the staff quarters and the main drainage for the disposal of 
sewage were completed during the year. 

(c) Dispensary at Dhab.—The completion of dispensary building with staff 
quarters at Dhab was also one of the achievements of the year 1954-55. The 
dispensary has been provided with two emergency beds in separate rooms with 
baths for male and female. 

(d) Multipurpose building at Debour. — During the year under report a Multi- 
purpose Institute with staff quarters was completed at Debour. The Institute 
provides a recreation hall with a stage, a reading room, and adult literacy room, 
craft class for women, pre-primary for children, store, etc. 

X, Hew Schemes proposed and approved 

The following new schemes have been proposed and approved by the Advisory 
Committee during the period under report: ’ 

1. Dispensary at Debour. 

2. Dispensary with Maternity and Child Welfare Centre at Parsabad, 

3. Grant to Tisri Hospital of Messrs. C.M.I., Ltd. 

4. Multipurpose Centre at Bendl and Kodarma. 

5. Fifteen bedded hospital at Tisri. 

Part II — Activities in Andhra 

The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Advisory Committee (Andhra) Nellore 
met 4 times in 1954-55, when various important matters relating to administration 
of the Fund were discussed and some new schemes were proposed, The Finance 
Sub-Committee met once to consider the Budget, 

(a) Medical facilities. — The three dispensaries working under this organisation 
at Kalichedu, Talupur and Sydapuram continued to render Medical aid to the 
workers and their families. 

Total number of out patients treated in the vear 1954-55 was 1.38.951 as against 
92,874 in J953-54. There is a temporary inpatient ward at Kalichedu. The total 
number of inpatients treated there was 534 as aeainst 559 in last year. A mobile 
medical unit has been sanctioned for treating the patients into the interior. It 
is likely to start functioning next year (1955-50). 

(b) There is an Ambulance Van under this organisation which is being used, 
fl) to convey patients suffering from serious diseases which cannot be convenient- 
ly treated in the Welfare Fund Dispensaries, in the Mining area to the Nellore 
district Headquarters Hospital or to Government Headquarters Hospital Gudur, 
(2) to reomve persons seriously Injured in the accidents at the mines to the 
dispensaries and (3) by the Medical Officers under this organisation to visit 
distant mines and give medical aid to the mica mine labourers there. 

(c) Maternity centres. — -There are four maternity centres working under this 
organisation at Sydapuram, Kalichedu. Talupur and Utukur. 395 delivery cases 
were attended to by the Midwives in the above centres during the year as 
against 471 cases conducted during 1953-54, The Midwives at the above centres 
go about the houses of workers to give instructions to tyomon on postnatal and 
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antinatal care. There is a Lady Health Visitor to supervise the work of the 
Midwives. She also goes about the houses of workers and issues instructions 
on postnatal care, child welfare, health and sanitation to women labourers.

(d) Anti-malaria Operations.— There is an anti-malaria unit working in the 

mining area under the supervision of the Senior Entomologist, Nellore The unit 
consists of one Assistant Entomologist, one Health Inspector and Field Workers. 
About Rs. 15,000 per year is being spent on this account. There has been con- 
siderable decrease in the incidence of malaria. The D.D.T. was sprayed in the 
premises of 98 mines and quarters of labourers in 22 villages. This work was 
done thrice between September 1954 to February 1956, the rainy and winter 
seasons, over 60 square miles. The quantity of quinine drugs distributed during 
the year is 9,039 tablets. , 

(e) Reservation of beds in State Government Hospital.— 1 Two beds In Nellore 
district Headquarters hospital and one bed in Gudur Government Hospital have 
been reserved for the exclusive use of the mica mines workers at the cost of 
the Fund. Rs. 1,000 per year is paid to the State Gdvernment on this account. 
16 patients at Nellore and 3 patients at Gudur have been treated in 1954-56 
against the above reserved beds. The fund contributed Rs. 15.000 to the Tuber- 
culosis Hospital, Nellore, for reservation of 8 beds for the exclusive use of mica 
mine labourers but the reservation has not yet been made and the matter 1 b 
under correspondence with the Central Government and the State Government. 

(f) Distribution of milk powder and multivitamin tablets. — The Indian Red 
Cross Society, New Delhi the Indian Red Cross Society, Kurnool Branch and 
local branches have supplied 18 milk powder barrels and 21,000 multi vi tamin 
tablets free of cost. Milk is served to children of mica mine labourers by the 
Midwives daily at their respective Headquarters. The multivitamin tablets are 
being distributed to under-nourished male and female labourers through Medical 
Officers, and Lady Health Visitor and Welfare Inspectors. 


3. Education facilities 

(a) Elementary Schools. — Six Elementary Schools worked under this organi- 
sation in the mining area during 1954-55. The total strength of the schools was 
551. Free supply of books and slates have been made at a cost of Rs. 929-3-3 
to the children of mica mine workers studying In these schools and also to the 
children of mica mine workers studying In another three schools run by the 
mine owners. An amount of Rs. 720 was paid to 20 children of mica mine workers 
studying in Secondary Schools towards financial aid. Free supply of clothes 
worth of Rs. 1,211 was made to 400 children of the workers studying in the schools 
run by this organisation. 1 

Mid-day meals were served to the children of mica mine labourers studying 
in Welfare Fund Schools at a cost of Rs. 0-2-6 per meal. The total expenditure 
on account of this mid-day meal scheme was Rs. 9,173/11/- in 1954-55. The total 
number of meals served during the year was 58,712. 379 plates and 379 tumblers 

have been supplied to the school children at a cost of Rs. 408/15/9 for taking 
mid-day meals. Two Adult Education Centres are now working in the mining 
area at Kalichedu and Talupur. The State Government have agreed to pay 
bonus to the teachers running the Adult Literacy schools. 


4. Recreation facilities' 

(a) Recreation clubs.— Two recreation clubs are being run by this organisa- 
tion at Kalichedu and Talupur villages. The workers are taking part in Bad- 
minton, Food-hall and Volley ball. 

(b) Bhafana parties.— Two Bhajana parties have been organised at Talupur 
and Falamani Mines. Each party has been supplied with musical instruments 
like one harmonium, one mridangam, etc., at the cost of Fund. About one 
hundred workers are taking part In these parties. One of the parties exhibited 
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its performance before the Governor of Andhra and the enlightened public of 
Nellore at Nellore on 10th January, 1955 and the performance was very much 
appreciated. 

(c) Annual sports. — Annual sports among mica mine labourers were con- 
ducted during March 1955 in the mining area. An amount of Rs. 983/10/9 was 
spent towards the prizes to the winners and other incidental charges. These 
sports were conductd on zonal basis in the mining area in three different zones. 
The Advisory Committee has framed “Sports Rules” with a view to see that the 
sports are conducted on sound lines and to avoid disputes among competitors. 
A sports committee has also been formed. Competitions were conducted in the 
following events.

The sports have attracted the families of workers and others residing in the 
mining area. The mine owners and managers have co-operated and encouraged 
workers in taking part in sports. There are three rolling shields donated by 
Mica Mine Owners and these are presented to winners in Chedugudu, Shot-put 
and Tug-of-war every year. The shield for Tug-of-war has been presented 
newly this year. 

(d) There are four Dramatic Associations among mica mine labourers at 
Talupur, Kalichedu, Kattabadipalli and Turjmerla. The Dramatic Association of 
labourers at Kattubadipalli enacted a Drama in Telugu called “Brahmamgari 
Natakam” on the night of 27th March 1955, the date of prize distribution for sports 
There was large audience at the drama. Rs. 250/- were paid to the Association 
with a view to enable it to meet the expenditure connected with enactment and 
for purchase of some musical equipment. Thus local talent in dramas is being 
enaouraged. 

(e) Radios. — Six Radio sets are being maintained at differnt centres in the 
mining area for the benefit of workers at the cost of the Fund. The workers are 
taking keen interest in hearing rural programmes. 

5. Handi-crafts . — A Community Centre has been opened at Kalichedu. Car- 
pentry, spinning, stitching, knetting and embroidery are taught to workers during 
their leisure hours. They are showing keen interst in learning them. An 
amount of Rs. 412/3/- was spent in this direction during the year. Besides this 
handi-crafts such as tape-weaving, mat-making, stitching and knitting embroidery 
are taught to school children in Elementary Schools under this organisation. 

6, Technical training. — A sum of Rs. 310/-was spent for conducting training 
classes for shot fires at the mines. The classes were conducted under the, super- 
vision of the Junior Inspector of Mines, Nellore. He issued certificates to those 
who succeeded in the examination held after the training. 
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7. Social Welfare.— Two Welfare Inspectors (one male and one female) have 
been visiting the houses of workers and giving them advice on house economy, 
sanitation, child welfare, social up-lift, etc. The Woman Welfare Inspectors visited 
2,050 houses and contacted 4,750 women workers in 1954-55. They act as liaison 
officers and try to settle the complaints raised by employees against employers 
by peaceful negotiations. These Inspectors have settled six disputes relating to 
payment of maternity benefit, (15 labours involved) ten cases of non-payment 
of wages, two cases of non-employment, cases of non-payment of bonus In eight 
mines. (1,323 labourers Involved) and two cases of payment of wages according 
to minimum wages fixed by Government. 

8. Enforcement of welfare measures on the surface of mines. — The Secretary 
and the two Welfare Inspectors under this organisation have been appointed 
as Ex-officio Inspectors of Mines under the Mines Act, 1952 for enforcement of 
the provisions of sections 19, 20, 21, 44, 45 of the Act connected with tlie welfare 
measures for labourers on tne surface of the mines. The above officers visit the 
mines and see to the enforcement of the above provisions of the Act. Two 
prosecutions were launched during the year for breach of sections 20 and 21 of 
the Act. The two cases ended in convictions. The accused i.e. the manager and 
the proprietor in one case were fined Rs. 50/- each. The manager and the pro- 
prietor in another case were fined Rs. 35/- and 6/- respectively. Several defects 
were got rectified. As a result of their inspections, latrines were got constructed 
in five mines. First Aid boxes were got maintained in 8 mines and storage of 
drinking water was got improved in eight mines. 

9. Buildings. — The following estimates for construction of the buildings under 
this organisation have been sanctioned during the year and the work have 
been entrusted to Central Public Works Department for execution.

The construction of the Isolation shod has been completed and the construc- 
tion of the remaining four buildings is in rupid progress. 

10. Housing and drinking water facilities.—' The Central Government have 
sanctioned Subsidized Housing Scheme and Subsidised Wells Scheme for the 
benefit of mica mine workers is also under consideration. Propaganda Is being 
made among the mica mine owners to take advantage of the Schemes. 

Section II 

Activities expected to be carried in 1955-56 

All the above Welfare measures are being continued during the year 1955-56. 

Part III — Rajasthan 

The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Advisory Committee, Rajasthan, met 
two times during the year and discussed important matters like the starting of 
additional 'B' and ‘A’ Type Welfare Centres, location of Mobile Medical Units, 
Subsidized Housing Scheme for Mica Mines, consideration of the budget for the 
year 1955-56, etc. A Sub-Committee was also formed for the location of four 
wells for drinking water in the mica mining areas. This Sub-Committee held 
one meeting and decided tentative sites for the construction of wells, 

Welfare Scheme.— During the year under review, two ‘A’ Class Welfare Cen- 
also started at Bhilwara, Gangapur Mandal and Kishangarh. Sanction was also 
started at Bemali. Four ‘C’ Type Welfare Centres (Mobile Medical Units) were 
also started at Bhilwara, Gangapur, Mandal and Kishangarh. Sanction was also 
accorded for a Mobile Cinema Unit, construction of ‘B’ Type Welfare Centre 
building at Lawa-Sardargarh and construction of 4 wells for drinking water, 

*A’ Class Welfare Centres comprise of a Dispensary, Maternity and Child wel- 
fare, recreational activities, adult education and elementary schools. ‘B’ Class 
Welfare Centres carry out all the above activities except the elementary school. 

Appointment of staff. — Necessary staff was appointed for the implementation 
of the above schemes. As medical officers were not easily available, the Gov- 
ernment of India agreed to give a higher start at the rate of Rs. 200/- p.m. to 
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the Medical Officers (Graduates). Out of the total strength of seventy-five, 
fifty-nine have so far been appointed. Arrangements to fill the vacant posts of 
three Medical Officers, four Lady Health Visitors and six Midwives are being 
made. Staff for Mobile Cinema Unit has also not been appointed so far, as the 
van has not been received. 

Medical facilities 

(a) Static Dispensaries . — Five static dispensaries are being run under the Fund 
at Amli, Bagore, Bemali, Jamoli and Lawa-Sardargarh. The last two Centres 
were started last year i.e, 1963-54, and the other three have started working 
during the current year. The number of patients treated and other work done 
at these dispensaries is as below: —

Besides above work, the Medical Officers visited nearly 50 villages and mines 
to advise the workers regarding prevention of diseases, improvement of sanitation 
and cleanliness and treatment of patients. 

(b) Mobile Medical Units . — There are four Mobile Medical Units stationed 
at Bhilwara, Mandal, Gangapur and Kishangarh. The work of all the units 
except Bhilwara was started late in February and March after the necessary staff 
joined.

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(d) Milk-Distribution . — Free milk was distributed to the children upto 12 
years of lage and to the expectant and nursing mothers. At Lawa-Sarcfargarh 
Centre, fresh milk is distributed to the children upto 3 years of age and to the 
rest and at other centres reconstituted milk from the Skimmed milk powder was 
distributdd. The supply of skimmed milk powder was obtained through the 
courtesy jof the Medical and Health Department of the State. The children are 
also medically examined periodically and given proper treatment. The work

— Children’s games equipment like marry-go-round, swings 
and junior combination have been fitted at every Centre, which are very popular 
among children In the village. Other outdoor and indoor games have also been 

supplied. 
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5. Reading room and library. — Reading room and a small library have been 
attached to the schools at Amli and Bagore. In the reading rooms, two daily, 
three weekly and four monthly newspapers' are supplied. 


Recreational activities. — Facilities for the recreation of workers is made at 
ever}' Centre. A Radio has been supplied at all the A and B type centres and 
the workers listen to the programmes with great interest. Indoor and outdoor 
games and sports articles have been supplied at the Welfare Centres and some 
other important mines.

Competitive games and sports are organised on occasions of national and 
festival days. Competitive sports were held on the Republic Day, 1955, and prizes 
were distributed among the winners. 


7. Provision of drinkl.no water. — Sanction has been accorded for the construc- 
tion of four wells for drinking water in the mining area at a cost of Rs. 16,000/-. 
A Sub-Committee was appointed to select the sites for the construction of wells- 
The Sub-Committee suggested following four sites: — 

Jadol, Ramakheda, Saronka Kheda and Padeta. The survey of these places 
has been completed. 


8. Building of ‘B’ Type Waif are Centre at Lawa-Sardargarh. — A sum of 
Rs. 42,146/- was sanctioned during the year 1954-55 for construction of ‘B’ Type 
Welfare Centre building at Lawa-Sardargarh. The construction work has been 
entrusted to the P.W.D., Raiasthan Tenders for the construction of the building 
have been invited and finalised. The construction of the building will be taken 
up soon. 

9 . Subsidized Housing Scheme.— Sanction has been received for the Subsidized 
Housing Scheme for the Mica Labour. The Scheme is being circulated among 
the mica mine owners. 


10- Mobile Cinema Unit.— Order was placed for the supplv for a Mobile Cinema 
Van with the Director-General of Supplies and Disposals. New Delhi. The same 
has not so far been received. The date for its delivery has been extended upto 
the 31st May, 1955. 


Part IV— Activities in Ajmer 

The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Advisory Committee for Aimer met 
twice during the year 1954-55 and its Finance Sub-Committee only once The 
work done is detailed below: — 


Medical Facilities 

Establishment of a Mobile Medical Unit .— The mobile medical unit is being 
established and will consist of one Sub-Assistant Surgeon and one compounder 
This amt will provide medical aid to the miners as far as possible at their houses 
and work places. A suitable vehicle has already been purchased by the end of the 
year under report. The appointment of the compounder has already been made 
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and all the medicines have been purchased, ihe action regarding appoint- 
ment of a suitable Sub-Assistant Surgeon was also taken. 

.Medical aid through the State Government hospitals/dispensaries. — It wa s also 
decided by the Advisory Committee that small amounts of about Rs. 100/- and 
Rs. 50/- may be given to the State Government hospitals and dispensaries res- 
pectively for providing special treatment and medicines to the miners in times 
of emergency. The scheme is being taken up with the State Government. 

Maternity & Child Welfare 

One maternity and Child Welfare Centre was started along with the establish- 
ment of the Welfare Centre at village Para. It is in the charge of a trained nurse- 
cum-dai. Besides looking after all the maternity cases, the nurse -cum dai gave 
medicines to patients suffering from ordinary diseases like fever, eye-sore, 
diarrhoea, dysentery, malaria, cough, influenza etc. with the help bf the trained 
compounder appointed for the medical unit. The work done at the Centre from 
8 th November, 1954 to 31st March, 1955 is as below:—

Educational Facilities 

The construction of the school building at village Dadola was completed. The 
Education Department of the State Government agreed to take over the building 
for its future maintenance and to run primary or basic school there, on the condi- 
tion that the building can be utilised outside school hours for propaganda or pro- 
moting welfare to the workers residing in that village. This school building 
consisted of one school room (46' x IT x 12'), one Water and Store Room 
(2T x IV x 10') and Verandah In front of the school room measuring 35 x 11 x 24 . 


Recreational Facilities 

The attendance of the listeners to the radio Centre at village Jawaja was 119 
per day on an average as compared to last year’s figure which was 113 per day. 

Multi-purpose Welfare Centres 

One Multi-purpose Welfare Centre was established in village Para in Novem- 
ber 1954, for the miners and their families residing in the seven villages situated 
within a distance of 5 miles radius from village Para. Details regarding the 
facilities provided at this Centre are given below: — 

(1) Medical & Maternity facilities.— Details of the work done have already 

been given above under heading “Maternity & • Child Welfare . 

(2) Educational Facilities— Knitting and Sewing classes to train females of 

the min ers in handicrafts like sewing clothes by hand and on 
machine, knitting cotton and woollen garments, embroidery etc are 
held daily at this Centre. On an average 8 females per day attend 
these classes. 

(3) Recreational facilities.— At the Centre, one radio, indoor games like 

carrom, snake ladder, chopar and musical instruments have been pro- 
vided for the recreation of the adult miners. On average, 30 persons 
per day visit the Centre for their recreation. 

Outdoor games like football and volley ball have also been provided for t ho 
adult miners. For children, a park having articles like Jhoola, merry-go-round, 
Sea-Saw etc. haye been established, This park is very popular among the 
children of the miners. 


Welfare Centre at village Sanod .— Arrangements for establishment of another 
Multi-purpose Welfare Centre at village Sanod with same facilities as have been 
provided m the Welfare Centre at village Para were in progress. 

Mobile Cinema and Mobile radio,— It is decided to equip the medical van with 
a projector to Bhow educative films and a radio set for recreation of the miner*. 
The scheme was under consideration, 

Establishment of an Industrial Centre at Beawar.— The proposal for establish- 
ment of an Industrial Centre at Beawar was under consideration. It is proposed 
to start this Centre with the help of the State Government on the condition that 
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this Centre when established would give free training to a few miners who 
would be selected and recommended by the Ajmer Advisory Committee.
